Dear  Mrs.  Furtek: 


Your  son  has  now  been  sick  for  over  five  years  and  has  had  much  care  and 
treatment  in  this  hospital.  So  far  he  has  not  shown  much  improvement  and 
still  suffers  with  the  original  difficulty  with  which  he  entered  the  hos¬ 
pital.  >  » 

Further  careful  study  and  consideration  by  a  Board  of  doctors  and  consul¬ 
tants  at  this  hospital  indicate  that  there  is  a  possibility  that  your  son 
would  recover  through  the  help  of  brain  lobotomy.  While  we  cannot  guaran¬ 
tee  that  he  will  get  well,  the  statistics  on  thousands  of  cases  show  that 
of  those  operated  on,  65  per  cent  became  well  enough  to  leave  the  hospital 
and  work,  20  per  cent  showed  some  improvement,  not  sufficient  to  leave  the 
hospital,  and  lit.  per  cent  showed  no  improvement.  There  is  a  slight  opera¬ 
tive  mortality  of  about  1  per  cent. 

Since  your  son  has  not  improved  and  this  is  the  only  treatment  left,  it 
is  strongly  advised  that  you  consider  this  procedure  and  grant  us  permis¬ 
sion  by  signing  the  enclosed  permit. 

Please  answer  this  letter  within  the  next  few  days  as  much  preparation  has 
to  be  made  if  your  son  is  to  have  the  advantage  of  this  advance  in  medical 
treatment .

D  complied  by  turning  left  on  Hampden 
St  onto  the  premises  of  gas  stattion  and  then  half  way  on  Center  Street 
and  halfway  between  the  two  gas  stations  facing  north.  Moore  walked 

to  the  station  and  presumably  made  a  telephone  call  and  came  out  and 
waited,  speaking  to  the  D  by  stating  that  he  was  drinking  and  D  replied 
he  had  a  couple  of  beers.  The  beachwagon  came  with  a  policeofficer  dri 
ving  it  and  at  about  this  time,  he  had  noticed  a  young  fellow  with  ampu¬ 
tated  hand  or  arm.  Moore  took  the  keys  and  told  D  to  come  out  and  opened 
the  door  to  the  beachwagon  in  the  rear.  D  got  out  on  the  driver’s  side 
and  walked  in  back  where  the  beachwagon  was  parked  and  got  in  the  rear, 
right  side.  There  was  no  stumbling.  The  driver  policeman  remained  at 
the  wheel  and  Moore  went  on  the  street  side  of  the  left  side  of  the  beach¬ 
wagon  and  entered  into  the  rear  with  the  D.  Nothing  was  said  and  beach¬ 
wagon  went  on  Center  Street,  through  Rivoli  alley  and  stopped  and  Moore 
told  him  to  get  out  which  he  did  and  the  D  and  two  officers  entered  the 
police  stattion  and  two  sspyx  cops  on  desk,  one  being  Polish.  After 
Moore  was  giving  information  to  other  officer,  the  Polish  officer  being 
on  outside  of  the  desk,  Moore  and  driver  left;  the  Polish  officer  told 
him  jfcsa  in  Polish  to  take  off  his  belt  which  he  complied  and  then  requested 
him  to  empty  his  pocket  which  the  D  giving  a  purse.

In  reply  to  yoqr  letter,  of  last  month  in  regard  to 
James  Granger,  one  of  your  Springfield  employees,  we  wish 
to  state  that  we  are  at  a  loss  in  finding  any  substantial 
reason  for  your  acceptance  of  his  assignment,  for  as  you 
say,  he  has  been  and  no  doubt  will  be,  a  continuous  trouble 
"to  your  concern.  It  is  quite  evident  that  on  your  acce  tanee 
01  said  assignment,  Mr.  Granger  disenabled  himself  from  fur¬ 
ther  trustee  processes  of  his  creditors,  which  imbudes  him 
with  superlative  confidence  that  you  are  now  protecting  him. 
without  treading  into  the  realm  of  flattery,  we  may  say  that 
your  company, amongst  the  members  of  the  bar  in  this  locality, 
has  always  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  impartial  integrity  in 
suits  between  your  employees  and  their  creditors.  If  the 
debtor  makes  a  half  legitimate  attempt  to  meet  some  of  his 
debts,  no  creditor  has  a  right  to  demand  anymore  during 
the  present  trying  times.  Furthermore,  our  knowledge  of 
business  economics  manifests  that  creditors  or  creditor  of 
a  debtor  are  debtors  of  other  creditors. 

It  is  needless  to  enumerate  all  the  creditors  of  Mr* 
Granger;  but,  when  one  considers  all  the  circumstances  in  the 
subsequent  case,  no  sociological  sympathy  should  be  extended 
by  members  of  society.  In  1933,  he  had  incurred  a  debt  of

and  leaving  a  balance  of  $296.00,  exclusive  of  interest  and 
fines,  to  the  surety,  who  has  five  minor  children  and  who  is 
partly  employed  by  the  il;G.  Spalding  Co.,  Chicopee.  Mr. 
Granger  has  no  minor  children.  Why  any  employer  should  pro¬ 
tect  any  employee  of  that  type  is  beyond  our  power  of  com¬ 
prehension - he  cannot  plead  infancy  nor  poverty  for  he  is 

more  financially  independent  than  the  surety. 

The  above  is  not  what  they  ail  call  arm  chair  phi¬ 
losophy  but  is  sincere  from  the  most  profound  depth  of  that 
pulmonary  organ  so  often  called  the  heart.  We  may  refer  you 
to  one  of  your  friends  and  employees,  Mr.  E.  Benz,  who  is 
well  acquainted  with  the  members  of  this  firm.  Hoping  and 
wishing  that  you  would  exert  a  little  pressure  on  Mr. 

Granger  so  as  to  make  him  assume  responsibility  to  his 
creditors,  we  remain,

SUBJECT I 


CHAPTER  #39  SEC.  6A  GENERAL  LAWS. 


6A.  MUNICIPAL  SALARIES;  INCREASES  AND  DECREASES;  PROCEDURE. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  city  charter  to  the  contrary 
the  mayor  and  the  members  of  the  city  council  or  other  legislative  body  of 
a  city*  shall  receive  for  their  services  such  salary  as  the  city  council 
or  other  legislative  body  of  said  city  shall  by  ordinance  determine,  and. 
shall  receive  no  other  compensation  from  the  city.  No  increase  or  reduction 
in  such  salaries  shall  take  effect  during  the  term  in  which  such  increase  or 
reduction  is  voted*  and  no  change  in  such  ordinance  sliall  be  made  between  the 
election  of  a  new  council  or  other  legislative  body  and  the  qualification,  of 
the  new  council  or  other  legislative  body.  So  ordinance  providing  for  such 
increase  or  decrease  in  said  salaries  shall  take  effect  in  any  city  unless 
it  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  registered  voters  cf  the  city  voting 
thereon  at  the  next  regular  municipal  election*
